Hinda mythology), monkeye, and ele- 
phanta, (Hinda), теп, (Hindu, Grecian, 
Egyptian, Roman, Jewiab, etc, etc, 
etc.) Romans deified thelr emperors. 
Alexander the Great claimed that he 
waa the воп of Apollo by bis mother, to 
thereby gain more control over bia ig- 
norant men.

вітоуег. The third person in this 
trinity was the destructive element and 
the cause of death and disorganization, 
corresponding to the Christian devil. 
The second person in the trinity was 
the preserving element. corresponding 
to the Christian Jesus Christ. 

“The Hindus also belleved In a legion 
of evil spirite called Rakshasas who 
had a prince named Havana; also In- 
numerous classes of good and evil spir- 
Its called Sooras and Аввогав which 
they belleved to be step-brothera In 
perpetual hostility, to illustrate the 
supposed antagonism between spirit 
and matter. Icked spirits were деп. 
erally described as glanta and were of- 
ten to havea great serpent for their 
leader. They were continually alming 
to do Injury to mankind and fought des- 

erate battles with Indra and hia Spir- 
ts of Light. They would have taken 
Paradise by storm and subverted the 
whole order of the universe If Brahma, 
the Creator, had not sent Vishnu, the 
Preserver, to circumvent their plans. 
To perform this mission succeeafully 
he assumed various forma at different 
times and twice incarnated Ina human 
body and dwe tamong mortals, 

“There was early in India aunivereal 
bellef in evil spirits of various kinds 
and degrees of power from glyantic 
demons who attack the orba of light 
down to the little malicious Packs who 
delight in amall mischief. These were 
supposed to enter the minds of men 
producing bad thoughts and crimina 
actions, and also to take possession of 
the body, producing Insanity, fite, and 
all manner of diseases. It was вир: 
posed they could be caet out only by 
some form of incantations or ho'y 
words pronounced by a priest with daly 

reacribed ceremonies.” At this point;

Let me say right 
here that there are по evil »pirits, But 
there are poor, ignorant disembodied 
human beings on the otter side, whom 

we are pleased to call apirite earth- 
bound, having not yet progressed whol- 
ly out of the earth plane condition, and 
who, just because they do not know any 
better, coming In contact with a nega- 
tive or sensitive, cause а great deal of 
harm and sometimes Insanity. I have 
even been told that there are elemental 
apirita or the dirk forces of Nature, 
who delight to torment mankind and 
are bent on the final ruin of men and 
women. This ls not trae. It ів time 
for Bplritaaliata to understand that Na- 
tare baa no such daz forces. That 
“гії ls not an entity. That Good is Om- 
nlpreeent. And that conditions which 
we call evil la bat the result of ignor- 
ance. Can you grasp the Idea that vi 
ja not a thing—that shadow ls not a 
thing?
